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No Improvements Slated for Center School 
Despite Planned Merger With North End

Prince Georges County 
School staff members held an 
informational meeting about 
elementary school consolida¬ 
tions on January 28 in High 
Point High School. Only one 
question was asked about 
Greenbelt schools, and the an¬ 
swer revealed that Greenbelt 
Center School is not in the 
Capital Improvements Pro¬ 
gram (CIP) for the next five 
years. The issue also appeared 
on the Greenbelt City Council 
agenda for February 2. 

No elementary schools are sche¬ 
duled for CIP renovations Bill 
Chapel told Howard Savage, 
Chairman of the Greenbelt School 
Study Committee. Chapel explain¬ 
ed that CIP money for the state 
was decreasing and school staff 
felt the money should be used at 
the senior high level. School 
Board member Leslie Kreimer, 
Savage, and the reporter were the 
only Greenbelters present at the 
meeting which drew numerous 
parents from Berwyn Heights, 
Beltsville, Chestnut Hills, and 
Powder Mill Elementary Schools. 

Chapel and John Peterson from 
the Office of Pupil Accounting be¬ 
gan the evening with a colorful 
series of overhead transparencies 
about the proposed plan. These il¬ 
lustrated Prince Georges County 
enrollment decline, locations of 
proposed closings, and cost avoid¬ 
ance implications. A brochure 
about the proposal was also hand¬ 
ed out at the meeting and is av¬ 
ailable at local schools. Peterson 
pointed out the brochure’s discus¬ 
sion of expected instructional 
gains under the proposal. Under 


consolidation, school utilization 
rate would be 75.5% instead of 
60% in 1985. Only seven schools, 
instead of 52, would have an en¬ 
rollment of less than 300. Accord¬ 
ing to the brochure, this is, “a 
level considered below the mini¬ 
mum desirable for a viable and 
affordable instructional program.” 
Below this level it becomes difficult 
to group students at achievement 
levels and also maintain full-time 
teachers. 

Twenty elementary schools have 
been closed in the past, and 31 
more are proposed for closure. 
Under the plan excess seats in 
the county would be reduced to 
15,000 in 1985. Without the plan, 
there would be 31,000 empty seats 
in 1985. 

In deciding what schools to keep 
open, Peterson said year 2,000 
schools (schools where the facili¬ 
ty would be acceptable for use in 
the year 2000) were identified a- 
long with facilities and location. 
The few elmentary schools with 
gyms, about 25 including Center, 
were also considered, although one 
such school is proposed for closure 
because of other variables. Ans¬ 
wering a question Peterson stated 
that many feeder patterns were 
also adjusted in the assignment 
of students. 

A diversity of views was ex¬ 
pressed during the question and 
answer period following the pre¬ 
sentation. These ranged from pro¬ 
test over a school closing to re¬ 
cruitment for more students, to a 
request to close one school a year 
earlier. The study has been “front- 
loaded” by closing half the schools 
including Greenbelt North End in 
the first year, 1981. 


Springhill Lake 

Speakers from Berwyn Heights 
were incensed that the only school 
in that town, “a true community 
school” was slated for closure. Re¬ 
ferring to the fluctuating apart¬ 
ment population nearby and an 
enrollment drop for the last sev¬ 
eral years, speakers suggested 
that Springhill Lake be closed in¬ 
stead. Peterson responded that 
the school had a special education 
diagnostic wing and was a year 
2,000 school. On the other hand, 
another speaker felt that Spring¬ 
hill Lake was not short of stu¬ 
dents and that some of them could 
be sent to Paint Branch. Chapel 
explained that county law does 
not permit buses with students 
aboard to cross railroad tracks 
and thus transporting those stud¬ 
ents to the school would be diffi¬ 
cult.

Individual GHI Unit Inspections Approved 
By Board; Janies Quits Post of Treasurer

At Thursday evening's reg¬ 
ular board meeting of the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc,, the 
participants were able to work 
steadily through most of the 
items on the agenda and fin¬ 
ish at a reasonable hour. Most 
attention was again devoted to 
matters arising directly or in¬ 
directly from the rehabilita¬ 
tion project, but board and 
management procedures in 
general were also looked at 
closely in a report by the 
Audit committee and by indi¬ 
vidual board members. 

The staff has set the date for 
the Special Membership meeting 
to approve rehabilitation-related 
items, on Thursday, March 19. It 
will be held at the Center Ele¬ 
mentary School Auditorium, 
Three informational membership 
hearings will take place earlier, 
on March 2 in the GHI Board 
Room, on March 11 at North End 
Elementary School, and on March 
14 at Utopia Theater, 


Rehabilitation Items 

General Manager Kenneth Kop- 
stein asked for authorization to 
contract with Environmental De¬ 
sign Group, Inc,, to carry out in¬ 
dividual unit and building inspec¬ 
tions and work writeups in order 
to satisfy HUD Section 8 require¬ 
ments and provide working docu¬ 
ments for putting out construc¬ 
tion bids. Also, he requested per¬ 
mission to hire a surveyor to 
check the original drawings show¬ 
ing the boundaries of GHI; this is 
to obtain title insurance leading 
to Phase II rehabilitation. The 
first request received critical scru¬ 
tiny by directors Carl Conrad, 
John Lewis and Ed James, partly 
because of the amount of money 
involved ($74,000), but was su- 
ported by GHI’s new staff archi¬ 
tect Stanley Sersen and won on a 
close vote. The second less costly 
request ($7,000) was quickly pas¬ 
sed on a motion by director Joe 
Jenkins. 

At the beginning of the meet¬ 
ing some members and board di¬ 
rectors had particular questions 
of their own for the staff. Direc¬ 


tor Della Donaldson asked whe¬ 
ther the project workers were re¬ 
placing all plumbing items (fauc¬ 
ets, shower heads, etc.) even when 
they were still usable; Kopstein 
and his aides replied that this 
was not the case. She also ex¬ 
pressed concern that holes left 
around plumbing work, in walls 
and partitions, might not be filled 
in. The staff explained that such 
holes would be filled in, but the 
original wall coverings (such as 
tiles) would not necessarily be re¬ 
placed, depending on the working 
situation. 

Such questions have arisen from 
the inception of the rehabilitation 
project, and now were a major 
motivation for a request by Kop¬ 
stein to add an “Information Spe¬ 
cialist” to keep members inform¬ 
ed. This was not received well 
at first, and was tabled, with one 
member arguing that this would 
duplicate the duties of a present 
rehabilitation information coor¬ 
dinator, and director Conrad in¬ 
sisting that “we have enough staff 
here” to handle the job, A little

Greenbelt & Census Bureau 
Lock Horns on Current Data

Greenbelt and the city of New York are alike in their re¬ 
corded scepticism concerning the accuracy of the 1980 census 
figures. So dissatisfied are Greenbelt officials with the published 
figures that a series of communications between officials of the 
Bureau of the Census and Greenbelt Mayor Gil Weidenfeld has 
finally culminated with Weidenfeld's statement in a January 
28 letter. . . your response is totally unsatisfactory and we 


request that you investigate the 
Primarily at issue is the number 
of individual housing units con¬ 
tained within the corporate lim¬ 
its of the city of Greenbelt. In 
preliminary figures, issued last 
summer, the Bureau (reported 
8,269 dwellings. Since this was at 
variance with the city’s own fig¬ 
ures, Assistant City Manager 
Dennis Piendak closely studied 
the accompanying map which 
designated the enumeration dis¬ 
tricts used by the Bureau. Pien¬ 
dak discovered that some enu¬ 
meration districts listed as be¬ 
longing to Greenbelt were, in 
fact, outside the city’s boundaries 
and that others which were not 
recorded as part of Greenbelt lay 
inside the city limits. 

Armed with this information, 
Piendak made a close count of the 
actual area within the city boun¬ 
daries. His figure for individual 
dwelling units within the city ju¬ 
risdiction was 8,023. Because of 
this discrepancy between the two 
sets of figures, the city also dis¬ 
puted the census population fig¬ 
ures. 

In mid-November a Mailgram 
from Vincent P. Barabba, Direc¬ 
tor of the Bureau, cited new fig¬ 
ures which the city found even 
more bewildering. This time the 
number of dwelling units was giv¬ 
en as 7,348. In a return letter 
Mayor Weidenfeld confessed that 
he and the “city staff are at a 
complete loss to explain or under¬ 
stand how the figures . . , were 
determined.” They had been rea¬ 
sonably satisfied, the letter stated, 
with a September estimate from 
the Regional Census Office cf

matter further. 

8,019—which was close to the 
city's own figure. 

Bureau Response 

In an undated letter, received 
on January 16 in the city office, 
another Bureau official, Acting Di¬ 
rector Daniel B. Levine, respond¬ 
ed to the city’s complaint. “Hous¬ 
ing counts frequently declined 
slightly from those presented dur¬ 
ing local review,” his letter stat¬ 
ed, “due to elimination of dupli¬ 
cate units and units which were 
determined to be uninhabitable.” 

Levine’s letter also referred to 
the exclusion of enumeration dis¬ 
tricts “incorrectly assigned to 
Greenbelt” to explain the new 
lower figure. The letter did not re¬ 
spond to Piendak’s earlier charge 
that enumeration districts within 
Greenbelt had not been counted 
in the Greenbelt figure. 

Speaking generally, Levine’s 
letter said that “it is possible to 
have an increase in housing units 
and a decrease in population. Na¬ 
tionally, during the 1970’s there 
was a sharp decline in average 
population per household because 
of the increase in the number of 
persons living alone, a lower birth 
rate, and a higher divorce rate.” 

The city is not prepared to 
question the latest population 
count (called “preliminary” by 
the Bureau) of 15,908. Short of 
conducting a census itself, the 
city has no way of knowing how 
many people reside in Greenbelt. 
Nevertheless, as the Mayor’s last 
letter states: “If your number of 
housing units on the final count is 
incorrect, it stands to reason that 
your population count is incorrect 
also."

dalism are not included. Beltsville 
Junior High will be renovated to 
become a new elementary school 
for the students of Beltsville and 
Chestnut Hills. Plumbing fixtures 
will be moved from the closed 
elementary schools for the reno¬ 
vation. School staff explained that 
closed schools not designated for 
school system use would be turn¬ 
ed over to the county government 
for disposal. There are not any 
plans for North End at this time. 

School Board member Doris 
Eugene detailed the problems of 
schools sharing space with other 
organizations — problems of lia¬ 
bility, and part-time teachers be¬ 
cause of small enrollments. Edu¬ 
cation becomes secondary and fur¬ 
ther the school system does not 
want to become a landlord, she 
said, “One of the purposes of 
consolidation,’' was that the level 
of services increase, Conrad Koch, 
Northern Area Superintendent as¬ 
sured parents. 

PTA Support 

“This plan is not something we 
dreamed up during the summer,” 
Peterson explained. Suggestions 
came from many areas including 
the County Executive and the 
County Council of PTA’s. Staff 
assured the audience that if the 
proposal is approved by the School 
Board, planning and student ori¬ 
entation would begin immediately. 
There will be a School Board pub¬ 
lic hearing on Wednesday, Febru¬ 
ary 18 at 7:30 p.m. in Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School.

At its regular meeting of February 2, 1981, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Reso¬ 
lution Number 1981-1 (Resolution No. 468); and the follow¬ 
ing Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amend¬ 
ment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1981-1 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 
OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARY¬ 
LAND (1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPOR¬ 
ATION-MUNICIPAL”, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 17 OF 
THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH 
AMENDMENTS SECTION 54, TITLE “CUSTODY OF 
MONEYS”, TO PROVIDE THAT THE PROVISIONS OF 
THE SAID SECTION SHALL NOT BE APPLICABLE TO 
THE DEPOSIT AND INVESTMENT OF MONEYS DE¬ 
FERRED UNDER AN ESTABLISHED DEFERRED COM¬ 
PENSATION PLAN . 


The above Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land. according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects 
to be effective and observed as such, upon the 24th day of 
March, 1981, unless on or before the fortieth day after pas¬ 
sage, which shall be the 14th day of March, 1981, there shall 
be presented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land ,or mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for refer¬ 
endum signed by twenty percent or more of the persons 
qualified to vote in the general election of the City of Green¬ 
belt, requesting that the above Charter amendment be sub¬ 
mitted on referendum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt. 
A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution is posted 
in the Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with the 
requirements of Section 13(d) of Article 23A of the Anno¬ 
tated Code of Maryland, and may be obtained from the City

“The city has been good to 
me. The police department 
has been my life, and while 
there were ups and downs, I 
have enjoyed every minute of 
it.” These words were spoken 
by retiring police lieutenant 
Marshall “Bud” Zoellner at a 
dinner-dance given in his hon¬ 
or at the American Legion Post 
136 Home on January 31. 
Three hundred persons attend¬ 
ed the event which was spon¬ 
sored by the city and the 
Greenbelt Fraternal Order of 
Police Lodge #32. 


a guiding hand during my fledg¬ 
ling years with the department 
and a father figure to the officers.” 

*<Bud is responsible for most of 
us being where we are profession¬ 
ally. He can take pride in what 
we have accomplished because 
what we are today is in part due 
to Bud,” said former Greenbelt 
policeman Bob Smith. Smith, a 
secret service agent, gave Zoell¬ 
ner a money clip with a secret 
service star. He also read a letter 
of commendation from H. S. 
Knight, Director of the U.S. Se¬ 
cret Service, Knight noted that 
on a variety of occasions Zoellner 
had given excellent support to the 
Secret Service. . . . “Cooperation 


With his mother, Helen “Mae” 
Zoellner at his side. “Bud” listen¬ 
ed to the many tributes by city 
officials, colleagues and friends. 
There were touching reminiscen¬ 
ces, a good-natured roast and the 
presentations of many gifts. 

On behalf of the city and the 
FOP, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld ex¬ 
pressed warm appreciation to 
Zoellner for his 27 years of serv¬ 
ice to the Police Department. “We 
feel,” he said, “that the dedication 
and diligence in the performance 
of your duties as a police officer 
should not go unrewarded.” Wei 
denfeld announced that payments 
of Zoellner's insurance premiums 
would be continued by the city for 
the next six months. 

Zoellner’s career with the police 
department began in February 
1954 when he worked as a dis¬ 
patcher. Later he was promoted 
to police officer, in 1963 attaining 
the rank of lieutenant. Among his 
duties were selecting and training 
other officers. As an administra¬ 
tive lieutenant he was in com¬ 
mand of central services, with 
responsibility for property and 
evidence and supervision of com¬ 
munications specialists, 

FOP president Jim Craze, who 
served as master of ceremonies, 
spoke of Bud as a “special friend. 


among law enforcement officers,” 
he wrote, “is one of the corner¬ 
stones of our profession and wo 
are grateful for this assistance.” 

On behalf of the city, Council 
man Richard Pilski presented a 
gold pocket watch to Zoellner. “I 
have known Bud since 1959,” said 
Pilski, adding. “He is somebody I 
know and can call a friend- 
somebody I can ask for help and 
somebody I could thank when he 
gave it to me.” 

Old-time Greenbelter 

City Manager James G. Giese 
pointed out that the Zoellner fam¬ 
ily was one of Greenbelt’s first 
families. Bud was 16 when the 
family moved to 35-G Ridge Road. 
He attended Greenbelt High 
School (now Greenbelt Junior 
High). During World War II, he 
was a petty officer in the United 
States Navy Air Force. 

Giese presented Zoellner with a 
final check for 237 hours of an¬ 
nual leave “that Bud could have 
taken away from the job but 
didn't” and 375 hours of sick 
leave. 

Chief William Lane had an hon¬ 
orable discharge for Bud, an 
award plaque and a police wallet 
with a gold personal identification 
badge. Lane was delighted that so

many former police officers were 
present for the occasion. “Lt. 
Zoellner helped to train them,” he 
said, adding “We are proud of our 
officers here tonight.” 

Zoellner has served to protect 
Greenbelt citizens not only as a 
Navy man and as a police officer, 
but also as a member of the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment and Rescue Squad. A char¬ 
ter member of the Volunteer Res¬ 
cue Squad formed in November 
1946 (the firemen were paid at 
the time by the city), he became 
chief in 1951 and the squad’s first 
president in February 1954. When 
the combined Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad was formed in 1955, Zoell¬ 
ner was its first president. He 
also served on the board of direc¬ 
tors and later received a life 
membership. 

Presentations 

Among other presentations made 
to Zoellner was luggage, given by 
longtime comrades Snoddy, Rous¬ 
seau, Reynolds, Mogel, Williams 
and Bordas. An old battered suit¬ 
case that Bud carried around for 
some 20 years on hunting and 
fishing trips was also presented. 

Joe Butler, retired U.S. Park 
Police, District 4, presented a 
plaque and Joe Early offered an 
original poem thanking Bud for 
his friendship and paying tribute 
to “men like you” and to Mom 
for “She’s important, too.” (Mrs. 
Zoellner resides in Green Ridge 
House). 

Charles Fredericks gave Bud a 
hone for his hunting kinfe. Fred 
cricks explained that when Bud 
finally catches that deer he has 
been stalking for 25 years, it will 
be so tough, he’ll need the hone. 
An American Legion hat #136 
was presented by Don Britt. 

Other offerings were a roast by 
Bob Smith (“after 26 years of 
service, he’s getting some re¬ 
spect”), a gift book from Jim and 
Pauline Bordas, and many mes¬ 
sages of appreciation to a “dedi¬ 
cated public servant.” 

Three cakes bearing the insig¬ 
nia of the city, F. O, P. Lodge 32, 
and a “Snuffy” cartoon were 
baked by Dottie Varda. The din¬ 
ner was prepared and served by 
the American Legion Auxiliary.

Renters Tax Credit Fun Runs 


Program Available 

The 1981 application forms for 
the State of Maryland’s Renters 
Tax Credit Program are now 
available. This new State pro¬ 
gram provides tax credits for 
renters who have reached age 60 
or who are disabled. One does not 
have to be filing an income tax 
return in order to receive the 
Renters’ Tax Credit, since eligible 
applicants receive the amount of 
credit as a direct check payment 
from the State of Maryland, 

The rationale behind this new 
Renters' Tax Credit Program is 
that renters indirectly pay prop¬ 
erty taxes as part of their rent, 
and thus should get a credit as 
homeowners do if qualified on the 
basis of income. If the portion of 
the rent attributable to property 
taxes exceeds a fixed amount in 
relation to income, then renters 
can, under specified conditions, 
receive a credit of as much as 
$450. 

The types of rented dwellings 
which can be eligible for this 
credit are a unit in any type of 
apartment building; or a rented 
Individual house, duplex, co-op 
or condominium. The rented 
dwelling must be the person's 
principal residence, and an appli¬ 
cant must have reached age 60 or

be totally disabled as of Decem¬ 
ber 11, 1980. 

Elderly and disabled renters 
must apply in order to receive the 
Renters' Tax Credit, and the ap 
plication form must be submitted 
no later than May 1, 1981. Appli 
cation forms^can be obtained from 
the local Department of Assess 
ments and Taxation office, local 
Area Office on Aging, or by call¬ 
ing 800-492-3790 (toll-free). Call¬ 
ers also will receive assistance in 
filling out the form and an expla 
nation of how* income affects the 
amount of tax credit to which a 
person is entitled. 

Those found eligible for a 
Renters' Tax Credit as determin¬ 
ed by the State Department of 
Assessments and Taxation will 
receive a check directly from the 
State Treasury. Last year, the 
average Renters' Tax Credit 
amounted to $86 for each eligible 
applicant.

later in the meeting, however, 
when the board was considering a 
suggestion of director Steve Cur¬ 
tis to have a temporary staffer to 
assist with individual rehabilita¬ 
tion efforts, architect Sersen noted 
that some of his own time was 
being wasted on matters that an 
Information Specialist could bet¬ 
ter handle. On successive motions 
by Donaldson, therefore, the re¬ 
quest was revived and then passed 
first reading. 

As perhaps an example of the 
confusion that has arisen from 
lack of proper communication be¬ 
tween staff and members, two 
members in a row of homes at 3 
Court Crescent proceeded with el¬ 
ectrical conversion before the re¬ 
maining members agreed to par¬ 
ticipate, and are now asking GHI 
for credit in the form of reduced 
heating charges. Because of the 
mixup, Kopstein suggested they 
be granted a 50% reduction until 
the full row is converted. After 
some discussion this was author¬ 
ized by the board, though audit 
committee member Ruth Myers 
noted she and some others have 
so far not received credit for work 
they have had done. 

New Treasurer 


therefore that a competent techni¬ 
cal writer be hired for the pur¬ 
pose, with a staff/board commit¬ 
tee to oversee the project Includ¬ 
ing printing costs and ancillary 
expenses, the amount asked for 
was about $22,000. James and Ho- 
gensen expressed concern that 
this amount added to the expendi¬ 
tures already authorized during 
the evening would overtax the 
budget, and Ben Hogensen from 
the floor urged that it be done 
jn-house by the staff department 
heads. On the other hand Curtis 
appeared to favor the project, 
stressing only the importance of 
having experienced people on the 
oversight committee; Conrad com¬ 
mented that “I want this ... to 
be in the form that the average 
person can understand." On a 
motion by Lewis the work was 
authorized for first reading. 

Curtis also brought up a need 
for better organization of GHI's 
central file of documents and real 
estate records. Manager Kopstein 
explained that space was a prob¬ 
lem but agreed the situation could 
be improved for example by ob¬ 
taining “fire-rated" files and per¬ 
haps microfilming the files in fu¬ 
ture. 


SENIOR ARTS PROJECTS 
AT GREEN RIDGE HOUSE 


Over the past year many class¬ 
es and workshops have been of¬ 
fered at the Green Ridge House 
in Greenbelt by the Senior Citi¬ 
zens Arts Project. To date, these 
classes have included a weaving 
workshop, woodblock printing, 
drawing and printing, holiday 
crafts, and various field trips. 


During January and February 
rughooking and sculpture classes 
were scheduled. The Senior Citi¬ 
zens Arts Project is a program 
of the Arts Division of the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, Department 
of Parks and Recreation. 


At the end of the meeting 
Chairman Volk noted that new 
conflict of interest statements 
have been prepared for corpora¬ 
tion officials to sign. (The News 
Review was later informed by 
manager Kopstein that all senior 
staff personnel, including himself, 
have since signed the new state¬ 
ments as arranged last September 
with the board.) 


James gave in his resignation as 
treasurer of the corporation; the 
reason was not specified during 
the meeting. To replace him John 
Lewis was nominated by Curtis 
and elected by unanimous vote of 
the board. James also withdrew 
from several committees-Finance 
committee, Computer committee, 
and some ad hoc committees. 

Audit Committe Reeport 
A detailed critical report of the 
Audit committee was presented, 
which made many specific points 
concerning modes of operation of 
the corporation. Among its com¬ 
ments were the following: import¬ 
ant items are being placed on the 
agenda without previous explana¬ 
tion . . . personnel should be giv¬ 
en a reasonable time to improve 
before being terminated . . . the 
use of executive sessions should 
be more clearly defined ... re¬ 
cently dismissed counsel Albert 
Ginsberg was given no indication 
that his services were in any way 
unsatisfactory . . . board mem¬ 
bers should not make irrespon¬ 
sible charges about past boards, 
other members, or employees and 
consultants. With respect to the 
rehabilitation project the Audit 
committee noted "it is not clearly 
demonstrated that ... our mem¬ 
bers ... on fixed or retirement 
incomes can afford the rehabilita¬ 
tion program as it has currently 
ballooned; we remind our plan¬ 
ners that GHI was established as 
housing for low-income families in 
a spirit of mutual assistance." 

The board members appeared to 
react positively in general to 
these observations, with Hogensen 
urging a resolution of thanks be 
transmitted to Ginsberg for his 
years as GHI’s attorney, and 
James complimenting the com¬ 
mittee for a "well-written report". 
Curtis differed somewhat, however, 
on the subject of rehabilitation 
costs, arguing that the project it¬ 
self "is designed to help low-in¬ 
come families." Frank Gervasi, 
speaking for Audit Committee, 
suggested that some of the pre¬ 
ventative maintenance items (e.g. 
faucet replacement) did not ap¬ 
pear to be cost effective. 

Management Procedures 
A comprehensive manual sum¬ 
marizing GHI’s policies and pro¬ 
cedures has been in the making 
for sveral years’ originally un¬ 
dertaken by volunteer students 
from the Antioch School of Law 
and continued by Nat Shinder- 
man, but has still not been com¬ 
pleted. The staff recommended

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CPR Committee, Elderly Citizens 
Ask For Share of Revenue Funds

How the city might spend 
$67,000 in federal revenue 
sharing funds during the next 
fiscal year was a question that 
helped fill the council chamb¬ 
er, especially with a large 
turnout of senior citizens, on 
the evening of Feb, 2. The 
question was posed in a public 
hearing conducted by City 
Manager James Giese during 
a recess of the regular council 
meeting. By the time repre¬ 
sentatives of three Greenbelt 
organizations had finished pre¬ 
senting their requests for 
parts of the expected funds, 
only $3,100 had been spoken 
for. 

Giese explained that the $67,000 
is an estimate, and the actual 
amount received by the city may 
be reduced as a result of the 1980 
census data on Greenbelt popula¬ 
tion and income levels. The $67,- 
000 amount consists of almost 
$78,000 total expected to be receiv¬ 
ed in the new fiscal year starting 
July 1, minus about $19,000 of the 
total that will be received too late 
to be spent during the new fiscal 
year, plus a bit over $8,000 carried 
over unspent from the present fis¬ 
cal year. 

The revenue sharing funds, al¬ 
though only a small part of the 
city’s budget, can be spent in al¬ 
most any way desired, according 
to Giese, During the present fiscal 
year, the city had $90,500 in fed¬ 
eral revenue sharing funds. Of 
this total, $40,000 was used for 
payment of debt service; $44,500 
went for purchase of new equip¬ 
ment and the making of improve¬ 
ments in various city departments 
and facilities; the Greenbelt Cul¬ 
tural Arts Center received a con¬ 
tribution of $3,500; and $2,500 was 
directed to transportation serv¬ 
ices for the elderly. The results 
from this year’s hearing, said 
Giese, will be incorporated into 
the overall staff budget planning 
now being done, for presentation 
to council in April,

The Greenbelt Golden Age Club, 
represented by its president, Bob 
Dove, asked for $1,500 to refurbish 
and further equip the Morrison 
Lounge, located in the Youth 
Center. Dove said that the club 
has grown to about 300 members 
and is expected to continue 
growing. It has two business and 
two social meetings each month 
in the lounge, in addition to other 
activities. Needed in the lounge 
are a new American flag, four 
new heavy-duty card tables with 
chairs, a filing cabinet, a TV set, 
a large coffee urn, and drapes. 

Jim Cassels, speaking as an in¬ 
dividual who lives at Green Ridge 
House, asked on behalf of the 
House for $1,100. Of this amount, 
$700 would be for a steam table 
for the kitchen, so that a Sunday 
brunch program may be started; 
and $400 would buy a display cabi¬ 
net to encourage the arts and 
crafts program. 

Leo Gerton presented the need 
of the CPR Citizens Committee of 
Greenbelt for $500 to buy new 
equipment and revised instruc¬ 
tional materials, including a new 
copy of a training film to re¬ 
place one that has been shown 
about a hundred times. Gerton 
pointed out that the committee 
has not asked for financial help 
since the start of CPR training 
in the city in the fall of 1978. He 
reported that 465 persons have 
received CPR certification 
through the program to date, and 
that 250 CPR instructors have 
been certified in cooperation with 
the county. 

Jose Morales, a Springhill Lake 
resident, spoke up eloquently and 
entertainingly on behalf of what 
he chose to call “intracity trans¬ 
portation.” He explained that he 
has gotten nowhere for four years 
with a series of efforts to achieve 
“senior citizens transportation,” 
so he is trying a new name for 
his project. He promised con¬ 
tinuing cooperation with the city 
government on the transportation 
issue. 


Washingt'n Birthd'y

At least five of Green belt’s ac¬ 
tive marathoners have signed up 
to run in the 26-mile 385-yard run 
at the Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter Sunday, Feb. 15 at 11 a.m. 
Approximately 375 runners will 
start at the Log Lodge cafeteria 
just off Research Road between 
Beaver Dam and Powder Mill 
Roads. The course consists of 
three loops and the course record 
is held by Bobby Doyle of Rhode 
Island in 2 hours, 22 minutes and 
14 seconds in 1978. Greenbelters, 
members of the D. C, Road Run¬ 
ners Club, will put on this 20th 
annual marathon, one of the old¬ 
est in the country. The Greenbelt 
Jaycees sponsor this event and 
the Greenbelt Recreation Depart¬ 
ment offers showers for out-of¬ 
state runers. 

Late entries to this marathon 
may be made by filling out an 
entry at Larry Noel’s, 105 North- 
way Road. No entries on race day.

Council Hears 
Elderly Needs

Discussion of a Community Re 
lations Advisory Board (CRAB) 
request that Council direct the 
Board on future procedures in 
CRAB’s consideration of needs of 
the elderly was moved up early 
on the agenda because of the 
presence of concerned individuals. 
Council considered reviewing the 
report at a work session before 
meeting with the advisory board. 
Council leaned toward the view 
that money would be better spent 
on a need already identified such 
as transportation than on a pro¬ 
fessional survey which could pro¬ 
duce the same results as informal 
surveys already done. 

Noting that CRAB and council 
are busy, Morales, advocate for 
the elderly, cried, “We need a so¬ 
lution to our problems, we do not 
need busy answers.” Elderly resi¬ 
dents agreed that transportation, 
even walking, was a problem. In 
response to one complaint, City 
Manager James Giese said that 
plans and specifications to reduce 
the steep grade of the walkway to 
the Center had been completed 
and he hoped the work would be 
done by early summer. Although 
benches will be provided, a hand 
rail is not now in the plans, but 
Giese felt it should be considered 
after hearing that slippery snow 
and wet leaves were problems on 
the pathway. 

In a related matter, Giese noted 
that money in this year’s revenue 
sharing fund provided for a pe¬ 
destrian crossing light in front of 
Green Ridge House. The city has 
been attempting to get state help 
with the light, but a recent traffiic 
study report recommended against 
the light. “It’s time we start to 
move on a light for that area,” 
said Councilman Richard Pilski as 
he introduced a motion directing 
the City Manager to proceed ex¬ 
peditiously. The motion passed 
unanimously. 

Another item that concerned 
Morales was the parking of cars 
belonging to non-residents in the 
Green Ridge lot. Giese said he 
would talk to the management. 
Green Ridge House Resident 
Manager Ruth Hedrick felt polic¬ 
ing the lot would require her en¬ 
tire day. “They have no other 
place to park and they don't let 
you forget they used to have 
parking thefce” she explained. 
She brought another need to 
council’s attention—help to super¬ 
vise medication of sick people 
when their families are unavail¬ 
able because of other responsi¬ 
bilities such as work. She suggest¬ 
ed some kind of volunteer pro¬ 
gram to solve the problem.
